METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 



Meteorologi- r connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract 
cal observa- (lable VI.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, 
ons- i? the Pfeoanix Park, during the year 1872, for which I am indebted to the courtesy of 
Colonel Wilkinson, RE. 

The barometer stood highest in 1872, on the 6th of April, at 9.30 a.m.,— win^S.E.-- ' 
when it was 30*422 inches ; it was lowest at 9.30 p.m., on the 17th January,-— wind 
S.S.W. when it was 28*477 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the year was 
81 - 4 degrees of Fahrenheit, on July 4th, and the lowest 23*0 degrees, on December 29th 
The greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1*540 inches on the 
21st of April— the wind being N.E. The point from which the wind chiefly prevailed 
was from the S. W.; it blew from that direction 76 days, with an average pressure of 2*95 lbs. 
per square foot. The strongest wind was from the S.S.W. , on the 6th of January, when, 
the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.
